ae fight it with comman donto! 
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“Reverend Wang was questioned further 
by the interrogator for the House Un-Amer- 
jean Activities Committee: Do families try 
to meet at other times between the approved 
ence-a-week meetings?’ In reply, Reverend 
Wang stated: ‘They cannot meet because 
they are not consigned to the same place and 
de not have freedom to travel. They come 
to work in a group, eat in a group, work in 
a group and return in a group. There is no 
opportunity for individuals to get away and 
see their families. Husbands and wives are 
placed on different communes. Travel be- 
tween communes is only possible if the trav- 
eler has a pass. There is no contact between 
the once-a-week meetings.’ 

“The commune system,” the Reverend 
Wang continued, “is destroying morality in 
Red China: ‘There is no morality because 
the love of the family is taken away. There 
is no honesty and respect among men or 
between men. There is no human dignity; 
they are all like animals. There is no guilt 
associated with the murder of individuals for 
the improvement of the state. In Communist 
Party circles, a woman must submit herself 
to any Party member who desires her favor. 
If the woman refuses a Party member, she 
may be thrown into jail or stripped and 
nailed to a wall until she dies. Another 
punishment is to cut the breasts off the 
woman who refuses.’ ” 


This Air Force Manual report consists of 
20 pages of facts—many are terrifying; all 
are documented truth. It ends with this para- 
graph of advice to the man in the Air 
Force: 

‘From all of the foregoing, you can 
judge for yourself how much you must be 
alert, and how carefully you must evaluate 
any conversation, speech, article, sermon, or 
book which you may have occasion to hear 
or read if the subject touches adversely upon 
any aspect of the American way of life—our 
religion, eur morals, our social lives, or our 
political and economic institutions. We be- 
lieve in the dignity of man—in the right of 
every individual te choose his manner of 
living, worship, his occupation, in short, 
everything that he does, so long as the rights 
ef other individuals are respected. In eon- 
trast, the Communists believe the state to 
be supreme —in individual lives, in family 
life, in morals, in religion, in government 
and in the economics of making a living.” 


On February 11, 1960, James Wine, Asso- 
ciate General Secretary of the National 
Council of Churches, addressed a letter to 
Seeretary of Defense, Thomas Gates, en- 
dosing a copy of this Air Force Training 
Manual, complaining that the manual was 
in “patent contravention” of the first amend- 
ment of the Constitution of the United 
States. Dudley Sharp, Secretary of the Air 
Force, testified he had “immediately started 
an investigation but found that the manual 
had been withdrawn on the morning of 
the same day that James Wine wrote his 
letter.” What unseen power could have suf- 
ficient force to command immediate with- 
drawal of this manual? 


It is interesting to note here that Secre- 


tary of Defense, Thomas Gates, is a member 
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of the Council on Foreign Relations, part of 
the Invisible Government in America, an 
organization dedicated to a one-world social- 
ist system, making America a part of it (4). 

It is the reference to the Revised Standard 


- Version of the Bible that stirred the wrath- 


of the leaders of the National Council of 


Churches; yet, strange as it may seem, the 


National Council of Churches has made no 
the factual material offered in 


the manual concerning the Commnist-front 
identity of 30 of the 95 translators (5). 
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Bishop Bromley Oxnam

The Revised Standard Version of the 
Bible, copyrighted by the National Council 
of Churches of Christ in the USA, was pre- 
sented to the public with much fanfare on 
September 30, 1952. Three thousand, four 
hundred rallies were held under the auspices 
of the National Council and its local Councils 
of Churches. These celebrations occurred 
before the publie had an opportunity to ex- 
amine the Bible. This Revised Standard Ver- 
sion, or modernized Bible, has fundamental 
changes that many leading theologians claim 
“reinterpret” the role of religion, demoral- 
izing the church by injecting some things 
that do not belong there, and bringing 
about confusion and contradiction. This 
modernization eliminates from the actual 
text: 


1. The Virgin birth, inferrmg that our 
Blessed Mother was just another woman— 
that her Divine Son was not conceived by 
the Holy Ghost, in effect that Jesus Christ 
was not the second person of the Holy Trin- 
ity; that He was merely a prophet. 


2, Consistent reference throughout the key 
passages in the Old and New Testament re- 
veal that the NCC translators removed or 
toned down reference to Christ's deity. The 
effect of these 1800 revisions includes the 


denial of the fundamental teachings of 
Christianity. ; 
The Air Force Manual uproar also 


brought to life a very interesting pamphlet 
published by the Department of Racial and 


` Cultural Relations of the National Council 


of Churches of Christ in 1957. Congress- 
man Donald Jackson, of California, deserves 
a formal vote of thanks. On April 20 he 
took the floor in the House of Representa- 
tives and read into the Congressional Record 
a long expose of the NCC pamphlet, the 
name of which I will not mention in this pre- 
gram, in keeping with the policy of this 
radio station. (“Negro American’). Con- 
gressman Jackson’s devastating expose of 
the type of books recammended in the Na- 
tional Council’s reading list of some 260 
titles stressed that these titles were selected 
after elimination of many more because 
they “are safe to recommend for children.” 
The following well-known Communists,

DuBois 
has one of the longest front records ever 
achieved by an American . . . His wife 
(Shirley Graham) has also been identified 
as a Communist Party member.” 

Congressman Jackson concluded that 
several of the National Council of Church’s 
recommended books contained passages so 
lewd and shocking that he could not conceive 
“that any man who wears the cloth of any, 
church in this country can read these lines 
without repugnance.” (6) Incidentally, the 
particular books we have just mentioned are 
so obscene that some of them are forbidden 
to be sent through the mails. Strange busi- 
ness for so-called churchmen to engage in. 

Another author the National Council of 
Churches recommends for reading is the 
identified Communist,Langston Hughes. (7) 
They recommend six of his books for read- 
ing. I shall quote from his so-called poem, 
“Goodbye Christ” in order to give you an 
idea what this author writes: - 

“Listen, Christ, you did all right in your 
day, I reckon, but that day’s gone now. They, 
ghosted you up a swell story, too; called it 


the Bible, but it’s dead now. The Popes and — 


the preachers’ve made too much money from 
it. They’ve sold you to too many kings, gen- 
erals, robbers and killers; even to the Czar 
and the Cossacks; even to Rockefellers 
church, even to the Saturday Evening Post. 
You ain’t no good no more, They've pawned 
you till yowre done wore out. Goodby. 
Christ Jesus Lord God Jehovah, beat it on 


away from here now. Make way for a new — 


guy with no religion at all—a real guy, 
named Marx Communist Lenin Peasant 
Lon Pree me—I said, me; ge ahead on, 

V. You're getting in the way of things. 
Lord, and please take St. Gandhi with you 
when you go, and St. Pope Pius, and St. 
Aimee McPherson, and big black St, Becton 
of the consecrated dime. And step on the 
gas, Christ, Move. Don’t be se slow about 
moving, The world is mine from now on 


and nobody’s gonna sell me tea king, or : 


a general, or a millionaire, 
good morning, revolution.”
